MATERIAL — All  silk  flags  are  made  of 
heavy  U S.  Government  quality  banner 
silk.  All  wool  flags  are  made  of  U.  S 
Government  quality  wool  bunting. 

DESCRIPTION— All  sUk  U.  S.  flags  are 
made  with  sewed  stripes  and  silk  em- 
broidered stars.  All  wool  U.  S.  flags  are 
made  with  sewed  stars  and  sewed  stripes. 

All  Unit  banners  are  made  of  DOUBLE 
thickness  material  with  the  emblem  and 
wording  reading  correctly  on  both  sides. 

Silk  Unit  banners  are  decorated  and 
lettered  in  pure  gold  leaf.  Wool  Unit 
banners  are  lettered  with  cut  and  sewed 
letters  of  gold  colored  sateen — the  em- 
blem is  painted. 

MOUNTING — All  Auxiliary  flags  are 
trimmed  and  mounted  according  to 
official  regulations.  This  provides  for 
2-inch  yellow  silk  bullion  fringe  on  three 
sides  and  yellow  silk  tassels  having  nine 
feet  of  yellow  silk  cord.  All  flags  are 
mounted  on  an  eight  foot  polished  oak 
pole  equipped  with  a double  brass  screw  joint  and 
surmounted  with  a solid  brass  eagle  having  a 
wing  spread  of  six  inches.
